After living in the United States for approximately 32 years, 
KATINA ANASTASIADIS, of Astoria, has become an Amer- 
ican citizen. In a case of third time lucky, the 67-year-old from 
Thessaloniki, Greece, who had twice failed in her bid to become 
a citizen, was “‘passed” recently and received her certificate. 

On her first two attempts, she did well on the test questions 
but was flunked on her ability to read and write in English. To 
add to her frustration, she was twice “flunked” by the same 
judge. On her third try, however, she got a different judge, one 
she said was “younger and better looking!” 

Her daughter, SOPHIA ANASTASIADIS JACOBS, also of 
Astoria, says her mother has never taken classes; she has 
taught herself to read and write in English. 

The Anastasiadis family arrived in Astoria in 1970. Katina’s 
sister, BENEVA CRIST, had been adopted from a Greek 
orphanage by an American couple and sponsored her sister and 
family to come to this country. Katina’s husband, GABRIEL 
ANASTASIADIS, came first and then sent for his wife, daugh- 
ter Sophia and son Nick. Gabriel, Sophia and Nick all became 
USS. citizens earlier. 

When not studying for citizenship tests, Katina enjoys being 
with her eight grandchildren, swimming, being with her friends 
at the American Legion, traveling and ‘‘is an excellent cook.” 
Daughter Sophia says her mom is very happy to be an Ameri- 
can, she is proud to live here and loves the American way of life.
